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REPORT ON OFFICER'S DUTIES El REGARDS TO OFFICER TIPPIT'S 1SURDER

On my arrival in the liOO Hlk. of E. 10th Street X talked with Cgt. Bud 
Owens and Officer J. «. ^oe. At the same time a call cane out that a pereon 
fit tin,’ the description of the suspect was seen entering the Texas Theatre on 
West Jefferson. , 

I attempted to reach the Texas Theatre in the 200 Elk. of West •'efferson 
but was unable to do so because of the traffic. Officer ^oe had given me the 
name of a woman who was an eyewitness to the shooting. Her name was Helen 
Karkham of 323 E. ?th Street, a waitress at the Eat Well Cafe on Haln Street. 
Also that the manager of the used car lot, £01 E. Jefforson, had heard the 
shooting and seen the suspect running from the scene. Officer Poo also told 
me someone had picked up two empty .36 hulls from the street and given them to 
him, but he did not know who it was. 
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radio that Squad 91 had the witness to the shooting and was enroute to the city 

^ then returned to the city hall and ray office* X assisted other officers 
in talcing affidavits an:i answering the telephone* I took affidavits from 
Charles Douglas Civins and Billy Nolan Lovelady. 

X was then directed by Captain Fritz to locate the woman witness to * 



.ilppit s murder and take her to the showup room to view Lee Oswald in a lineup* 

I found Helen ^arkhara in the Police Emergency Room with Det* i*. C, Graves. She 
was suffering frcca shock. As soon as she was able, I took her to the showup 
room and called Captain Fritz who had w swa id brou^it down and placed in a lineup. 
At 1**35 pm, November 22, 1?63 Helen Uarkhara identified Oswald as the 02 man 
in a li-man lineup as the man who had shot Officer Tippit. Also present was 
Chief Curry, Captain Frits and Det. L. C. Graves. There may have been others in 
the room, I don't recall. 
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Bet. L. C. Graves and I then took Helen Uarkham to hrr home In Oak Cliff, 

T7e e topped at the used car lot, 501 B, Jefferson, where we talked with the manager. 
Tod Calloway, who told mo ho had soon the suspect running from the scene with a 
gun in his hand and how he was dressed— with dark trousers, shirt light color. 
Jacket and a T shirt) that the shirt and Jacket were open and he could see the 
T shirt. A colored per ter, Sam Cuinyard, of TVaxahachie, Texas said he also 
saw the suspect and could identify him. I also talked with another employee 
of the lot, Domingo Benavides, 50? E. Jefferson, who said he went to the scene 
of the shooting and picked up two empty hulls and gave them to Officer Poe. 

Ve then returned to our office where Captain Fritz told me to call the above 
people to come down for a lineup. 1 called Hr. Calloway who came dorm and brought 
Sam Guinyard with him. fe went directly to the showup room. Tttiile waiting for 
tho showup I took an affidavit from both of the above men. At 6130 pm Oswald 
was brought down, where he was identified by both Calloway and Cuinyard ae the 
same man they had seen running from the scene of Officer Tippit's killing with 
a gun in his hand. He was identified as $2 man in a li-man lineup , 

Ur. Calloway and Cuinyard were then taken up to the crime lab on the i*th 
floor where Captain Doughty shewed us a Jacket that was found along the route 
taken by the suspect from the scone of the Tlpplt shooting. They identified it 
as the same one or one Just like the one worn by the suspect. 

I returned to the Homicide Office where -I worked until 1«30 am Saturday 
morning. I went home and returned at SiOO am Saturday, November 23, 1963. 

During tho day I did general office work and took two more affidavits 1 one from 
R. S. Truly, supervisor at the Texas School Book Depository, 1*11 Elm Street and 
another employee of this business, Hrs. R. A. Reid. I also took an affidavit from 
TV. ?V. Scoggins, a cab driver who was near the scene of the Tippit shooting and 
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witnessed same. At 2 :15 pn another showup was held where Scoggins identified 
Oswald as the mn he 8aw shoot Officer Tippit. 

Also at this same showup was William ~ayne V.haley, another cab driver, who 
drove Oswald from the Greyh ound Bus depot to the $00 SLk. of North Beckley. He 
also identified Oswald as the #3 man in a h-man lineup. Others in the lineup 
were i fl John Thurman Horn, #2 David Knapp, H'i Oswald, iih. Daniel Lujon, 

I worked until 9 iOO pa this date and was told to return about 8 00 am 
the next day, Sunday November 2li, 1963 by Captain Frlta. Ho said we would 
transfer Oswald about IOjOO am. 
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
